mary of the d isasters which occurred have to 
the Federals on the Maryland side of the 
Potomac Towns and toads are swarming 
with cattle lor the Southern army, and un 
amount of supplies is obtnined lhat must 
make the Confederates engaged in 
the expedition regret the necessity 
of ever having lo leave such a land of plenty. 
There are, however, some olTsels, as might 
ho expected, to all Ibis. The Federal general, 
Hunter, has arrived and retaken Martinsbur" 
wilh 1,000 prisoners and a quantity of what 
the despatches call "plunder;'' but which, 
we suppose, is the same description of ma- 
terial which Hunter managed lo obtain in 
\Ve6tern Virginia. B.ildy Smith, with the 
IStli corps, had arrived on the 1 lib, and the 
19t.li corps, from New Orleans, had also 
roached the viciniiy of the Confederate 
operations on the some morning. These corps, 
with Huuler, Sigel and Wallace's commands, 
will make the Northern forces half as large 
again as their enemy. Nothing, therefore, 
but mismanagement on ihe part of the 
Federal commanders or authorities should 
enable ibis Confederate expedition lo leave 
tho Maryland borders i l anything lilio an 
organised condition. Hunter already holds 
Murtinsburg; and should the Federals quick 
ly reiake Harper's Ferry, winch we must 
expect, the return of Ihe Southern troops by 
way of tho Shenandoah will be problematical 
in the extreme. So far, however, wo must 
confess, the Maryland invasion has been 
managed with consummate skill. While 
demonstrations wero being made northward 
towards ihe Pennsylvania boundary line, 
and some of the towns on ihe route taken, the 
main force wus pushing on towards Mono- 
cacy, and thence by the line ol railway lo 
Baltimute. At Monocucy, the Federals undei 
Wallace met with a set inns defeat, losing u 
thousand prisoners, and were obliged to re 
treat in disorder t( wards Baltimore. A few 
elands were made on ihe Hue; but the Con 
federates were not seriouslt impelled, and the 
last news leaves I hem llirealenirig Ihe princi 
pal city of Maryland, wilh Wallace's forcea 
apparently ineffectually disputing their ad 
Vance. The inhabitants wen? i;i the greate-l 
alarm when the first news ol the enemy - 
approach was announced ; but in a short 
time they had enrolled a considerable force 
for the defence of Ihe place, and a large num 
ber of saihirs had been forwarded, accor lin: 
Ion New York despatch, from ihe navy yard 
to man the impromptu batteries. Wallace'" 
forces were also in a better slate ot' organi- 
zation as I hey neared Uadiimore. At preseni 
the Confederates are only within a da) - 
march of that city. Their chances, however, 
of takmu' the plaeo are infinilesimally small, 
even if they could a fiord lo spend many day- 
over it. The same remark is applicable in 
the Confederate operations against Wast; 
ington. Although skillully managing tfciii

of the Federal cupilal, the Southern troop- 
are in numbers total ly insufficient for tin 
purpose, an I every d i) they now sp, ml easl 
of the Potomic, is ad Lag a serious risk I" 
their sufeiy. Beinf, irceinerils inu-i, while wi 
new write, have m rived in euflijient num- 
bers to make the Confederate stay in 
Maryland of Ihe very shortest duration 
Tho objects of the Southern expedition 
have been in one respect at least sue 
cessfnl — tho accumulation of supplies 
for Lee's army. Tho hope, however, lhat 
Grant might be diverted from his undertaking 
before Petersburg, or induced to weaken 
himself materially to delend Maryland, has. 
so far, been unmistakably disappointed. 
There is, therefore, nolhing for tho Con 
federates lo do but to hurry away with Iheir 
spoil. They have shown u praiseworthy 
amount of cleverness in accomplishing what 
they have don", but if Ihey remain much 
longer on the wrung side ol Ihe Potomac 
they will require a great ileal mote cleverness 
to get back again. The Federals have made 
one egregious blunder, in leaving the north- 
ern part of the Shenandoah so miserably un- 
defended, after all the serious warnings they 
had of Sigel's inability to hold it , unless 
they act in an equally thoughtless manner 
in the present emergency, there is no reason 
why tho Cor.fodernle troops should bo al- 
lowed lo retrace their steps wilh their ranch- 
needed " plunder."

Waddlngton's working par 
tics on the Bute Inlet Trail is, of course, Iresh ii 
the minds r.f this community, but it may not bt 
generally known that iis result, brsiae, the sat 
destruction of human lit", involves an almns 
ruinous pecuniary loss to Mr. Waddlngton, in the 
pillage of his stores, AC, as well as the stoppage 
of the work on the trail, which ut the time of the 
melaochcly event hud so nearly approached cum- 
plclion, that but for the unlookcd tor interruption 
the trail would, in all probability, by this time 
have been opened r.s far as Denshee Lake on the 
Bentinck Aim trail to Alexandria, and would have 
been realising at least a small return on tho large 
capital expended upon it. 

The fsct thai the Bute Inlet trail when opened 
Would di'ert a large portion of the freight for the 
UpperCouuiry and mining districts of llritish Co- 
lumbia from the FYaser [liver route, h»s no doubt 
excited the jealousy and active opposition of the 
inhabitants of New Westminster, and has led to 
the rejection by the llritish Columbian authorities 
ol Mr. Waddington'a respectful, and as he believes 
justly founded claim on the Government for the 
destruction of his properly ; and reduces him to 
the necessity of appealing to the people of Van- 
couver Island for aid to complete this important 
public undertaking on which he has expended so 
large an amount ol his private means that he is 
unable to furnish the comparatively (null -urn re- 
quired for that purpose, in default of which he 
most necessarily abandon the enterprise and sacri- 
fice ull the capital already invested in it. 

It is universally admitted that the Bute Inlet
